needs to wear out their nails at aa 
work. However, nails, like muscles, 
are made for use and have greater 
health for such use, yet this does not 
mean that they should be abused. 
Certain dish washing may be done 
with a dish mop, but for other work 
to use te mop is too much like hold- 
ing a thing off at,arms’ length, when 
we need to get much closer. Get a 
purchase on a pan that has, say, been 
used to bake an imitation meat loaf in, 
and then just rub with a steady, slow 
movement at about a five pound pres- 
sure. This method will often save your 
hands from the drying effects of clean- 
ing powders. Of course, the mop is in- 
valuable when the dishes are such as 
may be made clean with boiling hot 


water. These are mostly flat dishes. 


As in washing windows, one slow grip- 
ping, effective rub is worth a half 
dozen light superficial movements. 
There is some question about wheth- 
er milk bottles should be washed. My 
opinion is that they should be washed 
as thoroughly as possible, and then 
kept where the dust will not lodge in 
them. When I find a ring around the 
inside of a milk bottle when I empty 
it, as I have, showing what was the 
top Hne of milk that has some time 
stood in it, I have argument enough 
for washing and scalding the milk bot- 
tles as carefully as the country house- 
wife scalds her milk pans. The per- 
son who gets the bottle I have washed 
may be the better off if I am not. Dirty 
bottles, moreover, attract flies and 
look unkempt.

Saving on Wear and Tear. 
By handling our dishes in the best 
ways we may save enormous wear and 
tear ot them and of ourselves, and this 
saving may mean many dollars in 
pocket. A big flaming fire under a 
boiling kettle is entire unnecessary. 
Food and fuel are both being wasted, 
usually, and a utensil made hard to

mans. In the matter of the use of gas, our allies 
need not blame themselves, for they were keeping 
faith and obeying the humane convention against 
gas. But both sides had been using gas for over 
a year whén we entered the war, and it was a par- 
ticularly Offensive piece of pharisaical pacifism | 
that induced Gur war department to wait for six 
months before it made up its precious conscience 
to adopt the use of gas and to expand our gas pro- 
ducing facilities. The officials who were respon- 
sible for this delay were never to face German gas. 
They had no sons who were to face it, so they 
oui indulge their pseudo scruples in security / 
Finally the decision was made in favor of putting 
our fighting men on a par in this respect with the 
enemy, and late reports are that unprecedented 
quantities and a new form of very deadly ne | are 
to be provided for our troops. 

We devoutly hope so and that it can be sup- 
piled soon. We do not think gas will win the war, 
but # will help materially. The allied front has 
been driven back to striking distance of points of 
great \strategic importance. Military opinion does 
net justify us in hoping that German reserves are 
exhausted. Another great blow is possible, with 
the same strategic advantage enjoyed by the Ger- 
mans in the-previous drives of this year. There- | 
fore where stPategic points like Amiens are so 
close to the German lines a sharp, tactical success, 
like the turning of the Chemin des Dames last 
week, might have serious consequences.

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TAXING LUXURIES. 

While we are considering new taxation of a 
tie order, it is worth while to consider the 
latest developments in French and British schemes 
of finance.

The Greeks developed a litera- 
ture and an art, in each of which they 
chronicled the fame of their medical 
men and recorded some of their methods. 
The other reason is more important still. 
Greek medicine became yery largely pre- 

tive. It devoted much atention to 
what is known as positive health—gym- 
nastics, athletic competiions, Olym- 
piad contests, foot races; positive eu- 
genics—all developments of their medi- 
cal system laid the foundation for the 
golden age of 8 


The literature ei art of that period 
in recognition of that which had made 


them possible preserved the history oft 


Greek medicine in almost unbroken se- 
quence, Man has always made his gods. 
He has always endowed the prevailing 


conception of the deity with qualities and 


attributes of man's making. The Greeks, 
anxious to have a divine origin for the 
great force which .was working in them, 
fashioned for themselves a legendary 
god as the fount of medicine. This god 
was Apollo, the son of Zéus or Jehovah, 
the god of gods. Another theory was 
that all the major gods were the pa- 
trons of medicine, but Apollo and Diana 
knew more about it and cared more 
about it than did the others. The gods 
who were the patrons of medicine were 
Diana, Ceres, Mercury, Juno, and 
Apollo. ö 

But Diana, the goddess of the chase, 
necessarily approved of physical devel- 


opment. She is reputed to have been one 


of the teachers of A¢sculapius. 


-The temples of Apollo bore this in 


sculpture over their doors, “ Know Thy- 
self.” Apollo was the god of many de- 


partments, as some one has said, but 


none of his departments was closer to 


his heart than that of medicine. 


‘To my mind it means more that the 
Grecians created their gods than it 
would had they been created by them. 
In creating s for health they fash- 
ioned Apollo, the good of manly beauty,’ 
and Diana, the goddess of the chase. 
The selections shew that they deified 
health, strength, and fine physical de- 
velopment for both men and women. 
sculapius was an illegitimate son of 


Apollo, born in the valley of Herron, 


near Epidaurus. He was abandoned by 
his mother, but his life was saved be- 
cause a she goat nourished and mothered 
him. His education was intrusted to 
the centaur, Chieron. The centaur, 


Chieron, according to one story, was the 


son of Saturn and Philria, and was half 
man and half horse. According to an- 


other story he was a prince of Thessaly 


and fond of horseback riding.

Some claim that the science of medi- 
eine came to Greece from Pheenicia, in 
which country it was invented or intro- 
duced by Apis about the year 2000 B. C., 
or a little before the time of Moses. In 
Phoenicia at that time all educated per- 
sons were taught medicine. Chieron was 
so ardent an advocate of the healthful- 
ness of riding that dround him developed 
the legend that he was half horse and 
half man. However that may be, Chie- 
ron taught medicine to Asculapius and 
Achilles, although Diana and Apollo 
were of some service in the — edu- 
cation of the former. 

Asculapius married Epione innit per- 
haps others), and had two sons and sev- 
eral daughters. As to the existence of 
the sons, Macheon and Podalirius, 
there is no question, since Homer relates 
their doings. in the Trojan campaign. 
There are those who say that they were 
great surgeons of their day, but their 
relationship to AAsculapius is not cer- 
tain, since it was the custom of the 
e SF & Blt the 
sons of the god of the cult. a 

Miawheoh was ax 3 a warrior of 
renown, and the great surgeon of his 
period. He removed arrows and applied 
to the wounds a powder which stopped 
the bleeding and promoted healing. But 
his skill seemed limited, for. when 
Aeneas broke his leg Macheon did not 
treat him except with prayers. Poda- 
lirtus was younger than Macheon. Like 
his brother, he was an orator, a war- 
rior, and a physician. In the battle of 
Troy he and his brother were excused 
from purely military duty and assigned 
to the care of the sick and wounded. 
This was precedent established for a 
medical department in the army. 

Podalirius diagnosed the insanity of 
Ajax, a malady which later caused him 
to suicide. After the fall of Troy Po- 
dalirius bled the princess, saved her life, 
married her, and maybe collected the

It seems probable that Aesculapius was 
not the inventor of medicine, but he was 
enough of a psychologist or business man 
or fakir, or all combined, to see the ad- 


visability of making what was every- 


dody's business the business of one man, 
and that man himself. He built several 
sanitaria, the best known of which were 
those of Epidaurus, Athens, and Cos. 
He was supposed to be the god of all 
telluric forces having dominion over the 
resources of the earth. He was the god 
of mineral springs and natural baths. He 
built his sanitaria near mineral springs, 
in mountains, in the forests, or at the 
seashore. He took advantage of good, 
clean air and sunshine, of the healing 


powers of forests and of mineral springs. | 


The sleeping quarters for his patients 
were arranged, according to Caton, much 
like the sleeping porches of present day 
tuberculosis sanitaria. He made use of 
catharsis, emesis, and blood letting. He 
was also a good deal of a surgeon. The 
tablets at Epidaurus and Athens tell of 
opening the cavities of the body by sur- 
gical operations. His treatment of 
dropsy, according to these tablets, con- 
sisted in chopping off the patient’s head, 
holding him up by ‘the heels until the 
water had run out, and then sticking his 
head back on again. No tweritieth cen- 
turn surgeon could equal that feat. 


— 

But these were not the only proofs of 
his tendency to fake. He put his pa- 
tients to sleep, probably hypnotized 
them, and caused the gods to appear to 


them and cure them. They slept in an 


abaton on the walls of which were two 


Methe, drunkenness, and the other Eros, 
love—these subjects being chosen because 
they furnished so many patients to 
#Esculapius. The records of cures were 
blazoned on tablets on the walis of the 
temples. Asculapius would have been 
expelled from the American Medical as- 
sociation for outrageous advertising. 
Aside from his appeal te the supernat- 
ural and his use of suggestion and per- 
haps. hypnotism Esculapius cured by the 
judicious use of sleep and rest, mental 
calm, hope, bright scenes, and bright 
environment as well as exercises, hill 
climbing, baths, and personal nn 
ness. 

Evidence to this effect, Caton says, is 
found on the walls of Epidaurus excavat- 
ed about twenty years ago. Le Clerc 
says he cured by music, repose, and ex- 
ercise, especially walking and horseback 
riding. He also says that he invented, 
besides, clinical medicine. Bostock says 
that the essence of his treatment was 
temperance, cleanliness, frequent bath- 
ing, abstaining from certain foods and 
certain practices. 

What is of even greater significauce is 
‘that Atsculapius first introduced gyin- 
nastie exercises into Greece.
